THE ONE-SIDED 
HALLUCINATION 


(NE of the greatest dangers that exists 

in international affairs is the partial 
blindness that always afflicts the militarist 
mind. 


Thus the armed forces of one’s own land, 
or of one’s ally (while he remains an ally) are 
for defence. ‘The other armed forces are a 
threat to peace. ‘The lies and political 
stratagems that are resorted to on the other 
side are lies and evidence of blackguardism + 
on one’s own side they are manoeiivres, regret- 
table possibly, but dictated by the imperative 
necessity that good shall prevail. 


On the other side political tyranny is a 
monstrous invasion of human rights; on one’s 
own side it is a necessary means to the defence 
of freedom. 


States associated with Russian policy are 
dictatorships ; Spain and Juyoslavia are just 
rather less free examples of the free world. 
And so on. 


The extent of this self-righteous one-sided- 
ness is really staggering. In the heyday of 
British imperialism this is how British opinion 
as expressed in its newspapers must probably 
have looked to the world. Ht is something 
we should keep in mind when we marvel at 
the pronouncements of people like Senator 
Knowland and Mr. Dulles today, and it should 
help us fo a sense of humility. 


* 


These considerations are prompted by com- 
ments recently made in the New York Herald 
Tribune by Mr. Joseph Alsop--by no means 
one of the wild men of American political 
journalism, He is one of a sober-minded 
journalistic pair who usually write together, 
the Alsop brothers. 


Mr. Alsop has been making a_tour of the 
Far East and be is very dissatisfied with the 
way in which American policy is working out. 
He realises that the attitude of the USA 
regarding China is becoming — increasingly 
exasperating to her Allies. 


Mr. Alsop thinks this regrettable and un- 
necessary. He thinks the problem can easily 
be solved if Mr, Dulles will make a speech in 
which he will speak of opening diplomatic 
relations with China and of admitting the 
Peking Government to UN. 


In such a speech Mr. Dulles should say : 


“Tf our allies really want it and there is 
no interference with Formosa, we shan’t 
even object very much to seeing Chinese 
Communists in the UN. But there is just 
one littl condition that really has got to 
be met in fall, before anybody, including 
our allics, can consider these steps. The 
Chinese Communists have got to start acting 
like civilized members of the world com- 
munity, in Korea and Indo-China, for 
Instance, Let that test once be met, and we'll 
go along.” 


This test scems quite simple to Mr. Alsop, 
and as he is convinced that it will never be 
met the consequence will be that 


“instead of the ultimate admission of the 
Chinese Communists to the UN being pretty 
inevitable, they will almost certainly not be 
admitted, which is what we want,” 


There is a beautiful indefiniteness about the 
application of this “litthe condition” to the 
Korean sijuation, but it presumably means that 
the Chinese are to agree to get out of Korea 
and leave the Americans there, and = an 
American-financed Chiang in Formosa. 

The Chinese are not engaged in Indo-China 
as they are in Korea, but what Mr. Alsop 
presumably means is that they are to cease to 
assist the one side with weapons and supplies 
while the USA js assisting the other. Although 
the Indo-Chinese war is not one with which 
UN js associated, for the Chinese to send in 
help on the one side is uncivilised, a descrip- 
tion that does not fit what the USA is doing 
on the other, 

* 


This one-sided hallucination, this refusal to 
face facts, is so cammon in the outlook of the 
politicians and publicists of the West (it 
doubtless has its counterpart in the East) that 
it is becoming part of the permanent climate 
of opinion--an exceedingly dangerous condi- 
tion. 

Mr. Edward Crankshaw provides, in the 
Observer one of scores of similar examples 
that could be quoted. He holds that it is 
obvious that the Russian Government is not 
really interested in “ getting Logether” with the 
Weat or it would not raise the China issue: 


“Tt ig easier for Russia to attend a 
preliminary — high-level meeting without 
China thin for the United States to reverse 
8 official policy. 

Thus a “no” from the USA is something 
that w reasonable Russia would see to be one 
of the facts of life, while a “na” from Russia 
is conclusive evidence of the insincerity of the 
Rugsian assertion that it is willing to co- 
operate for peace!

Atrocities 


NI R. TOM) HOPKINSON was dismissed 
. three years ago from the Editorship of 
Picture Post because his conscience directed 
that he should publish an article by Mr. James 
Cameron on Korea. Among other Gunes Mr, 
Cameron’s article deseribed emaciated, almost 
nuked, political prisoners being — escorted, 
hound together by ropes, by Syngman Rlice’s 
police through the streets of Pusan. 

A Times report of October 25, 1950, des 
cribed the process of Interrogation that) was 
applied by South Koreans to their prisoners. It 
made the following comment: 

“Interrogation ts a neat word like liquida- 
von. fn this case it means beating with 
sticks, and the insertion of splinters under 
fingernails, No attempt was made to hide 
these methods ; in fact policemen concerned 
worked harder to prove their diligence and 
to ensure that no aspect of their work was 
overlooked.” 

There was also that dreadful occasion when 
Rhee’s men took a number of prisoners, 
alleged to be South Korean Conmmunists, and, 
without any form of trial, shot them. 

The employers of Mr. ‘Tom Hopkinson took 
the view that although there should be 
publicity for the things Mr. Cameron wished 
to write about it was wrong to pubfish them at 
that time. ‘The time has presumably still not 
arrived, 

Not one of these atrocities or the many 
other allegations of cruelty perpetrated by 
those fighting with UN is mentioned in the 
“Interim Historical Report, War Crimes Divi- 
sion, Judge Advocate Seetion, Korean Com- 
munications Zone.” 

The things nientioned above are not among 
those which the War Crimes Division regard 
as “referable for trial.” 

For this document is not really concerned 
with any sense of humanitarian horror at the 
terrible things it puts on record, Despite the 
legal gloss that has been put upon it it is not 
even concerned with war criminality as such. 
Jt is simply compiled as an instrument of war. 

As such it is only concerned with crimes 
that have been committed by or have been 
alleged against “the other side.”

The charges against Truman 


PSHE country in general and in particu- 
lar the capital have been rocked, as 
seldom in recent years, by sensational 
charges involving ex-President Truman 
and at least in some measure the recently 
deceased Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court, Fred Vinson, one of Truman’s 
closest personal and political associates. 


‘The charges were made by Attorney-General 
Brownell, who is Governor Dewey’s man in 
the Eisenhower cabinet and generally regarded 
as the most astute, experienced and influential 
political strategist in the Administration. More- 
over, President Eisenhower is directly and 
deeply involved, since Brownell has stated thal 
his address was cleared with the President 
before it was delivered on Friday, November 6, 
before an audience of 1,200 persons attending 
a luncheon meeting of the Executives Club of 
Chicago. 

The charges are that President Truman carly 
in 1946 promoted Harry Dexter White from 
the important post of Assistant Sccretary of the 
Treasury to the even more important position 
of execulive director for the US in the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund, despite the fact “ that 
the records in my department show that White's 
spying activities for the Soviet Government 
were reported in detail by the FBI to the White 
ffouse by means of a report delivered to 
President Truman through his military aide, 
Brig.-Gen. Harry Ht. Vaughan, in December of 
1945,”

A second and more extensive summary of 
Mr. White's alleged espionage activities was, 
Brownell alleges, handed to Gen. Vaughan on 
February 4, 1946. The Senate Banking and 
Currency Committee was nevertheless per- 
mitted the following day to approve White's 
promotion and the Senate itself confirmed the 
action on February 6 “without the Senate 
being informed that White was a spy.” 


Ex-President Traman, on having his atten- 
tion called (o Brownell’s charges, stated that he 
knew nothing about any such FUE report. He 
also said: “ As soon as we found White was 
disloyal we fired him.” 


White resigned on April 8, 1947, and the 
then President accepted the resignauon reluc- 
tantly and with respect, writing te White that 
“your unfaltering efforts have been a source 
of great pride to me.”

The occupying troops obviously cannot at 
present be withdrawn, Yet something could be 
done to support the only party of reason and 
reconciliation. 

Cam we not urge publicity, propaganda, 
research on behalf of his struggling group, 
which would like to be the mediators 
between Slav and Latin, bedween the culture 
of revolution and the culture of tradition ? 


If reason were restored to her throne in 
ttaly from which she has so often ruled the 
world, she might welcome such a state, where 
Slav and [talian enjoyed equal rights. Yugo- 
slavia might be ready to enlarge the frontiers 
of the litde state with adjoining regions whose 
inhabitants now under Yugoslav rule have the 
same mixed inheritance as the Triestini.

JNLIKE the International Committee of the Red Cross, which is a purely Swiss 


bo«dy, the League of Red Cross Societ 
sentatives of national Red Cross Societies, 


Nineteen member societies, including those 
of the USA and the USSR, compose the 
dxecutive Committee. 


The Chinese seat iy occupied by Peking, 
not Formosa, so that meetings of the League 
are the ouly accusions when Geneva receives 
delegations from Communist China, 


The League’s activity is primarily a peace- 
(ime one, whereas the International Committee 
reaches its peak of activity,in war time. The 
current year has made severe calls on the 
Leugue, a total of 20 million dallars having 
been spent on relief for victims of disasters. 


The earthquake in Cireece and floads in 
Japan and India have called forth emergency 
assistance totalling two million dollars in con- 
tributions frem a large number of member 
socictics. The suggestion has been made that 
reserve depots for disosier relief should be 
established in Turkey and Australia to be 
ready to meet emergencies in the Middle and 
bar East, 


The strength and influence of the Red Cross 
differs from one country to another and. the 
ability to assist ig not necessarily in dircet 
praportion to the size or wealth of the country. 


A lead from Haly 


Ju reeent months, lialy, for instance, has 
contributed far more than her relative poverty 
would lead one to expect. Different needs also 
provoke widely diifering responses, and it is 
generally truc that European disasters have a 
bigger appeal than Asiatic ones. 


The fren Curtain is not impenetrable in 
these matters, for both Poland and Rumania 
sent aid to Greece. A picture in the current 
number of the “Red Cross World” shows 
refugee children from North Korea being 
welcomed at Pucharest by Rumanian Red 
Cross srurses, 


The League has political as well aa charit- 


ies 18 an international gathering of repre- 


able functions and played an wnportant part 
earlier in the year in bringing about first the 
exchange of sick prisoners in Korea and sub- 
seyucotly the general exchange, This time it 
passed unanimously — the Russian-sponsored 
resoltion trging the speedy conclusion of a 
Korean peace, 


It is to he hoped that this resolution will be 
as effective as its two predecessors, 


Unanimity, however, is nol very common al 
these meetings, for, in matters involving the 
fnicrnational Red Cross Committee, the Com- 
munist countrics adopt a critical and un-co- 
Operative altitade, They may regret this if 
atrocities in Korea are discussed al the UN 
General Assembly, a body whose neutrality in 
this particular case is more open to question 
than that of the IRCC, 


Mestoring confidence 


Nevertheless, when the litter body met with 
League members recently it secured wide sup- 
port for a campaign on behalf of the Geneva 
Conventions of 1949, ‘these conventions, 
which were drawn up in a Of member diplo- 
matic conference, reported in’ Britain almost 
exclusively by Peace News, refer not only to 
the treatment of wounded and prisoners but 
abo break new ground by providing protection 
tor civilians and especially for women and 
children, the aged and the intirm, 


_So far 23 States have ratified these conven- 
tions, but only France of the major powers is 
among thal number, 


General ratification in the early future ig now 
an important aim of Red Cross policy; for 
itis pointed out that "the formal recognition 
of the binding force of these Conventions 
would in present circumstanees be a first step 
towards appeasement, and would greatly con- 
tribute to restoring humanity's confidence in 
ite future seeurity.’

A crazy decision

ICHAEL GUINERY, who teaches in an 

VCC. Primary School in’ Finsbury Park, 
appeared before the London Appellate ‘Tri- 
bunal for Conscientious Objectors on October 
26. 

He said that two-thirds of the warld’s 
population suffer fram malnutrition and the 
only way to put this right is by all-out peace- 
ful means, and this entails a total reoricnta- 
tiog of our atlitude towards other people, 

Preparation for war distracted our attention 
fron the real problems, sapped men, money 
and materials, and made peaceful progress 
impossible. 

“'The question arises,” he continued, ° what 
am 2 doing on the positive side? At the 
moment, F am teaching in an area which is 
a black spot for crime. Half my class comes 
fram broken homes and appalling living con- 
ditions. $ can do something to help these 
children ta live together and work out their 
problems without hating. I feel that this is 
the way in which } can best serve my fellow 
men. { want to continue teaching.” 

Although the Tribunal recognised Michacl 
Gisinery’s sincerity by registering him for con- 
hiiianal service in forestry or on the land or 
as a hospital porter, orderly, stoker oc 
stretcher-bearer, it did not allow him to con- 
tinne the constructive, valuable and highly- 
skilled work for which he bas a vocation. 

The reasoning behind this attitude of the 
London Appellate Tribunal towards men who 
wish to be allowed to continue in their own 
jobs is that it gives them an unfair advantage 
over conscripts who are willing to have their 
carcers interrupted; it gives them two yenrs 
start on the ladder ta worldly success. 

Buc Michael is not om that ladder; he 
hag a voention to (each the children who 
come from broken homes and appalling 
conditions—a hard and underpaid task that 
not many people would wish to tke on, 
even if they hud the necessary gift’ for 
teaching. 

Had Michael been a farmer or a greaser on 
British Railways, instead of a school teacher, 
the ‘Tribunal might have considered, as it has 
done in many cases, that his work was of 
mich national importance that he should be 
allowed to remain inst.

Gaol sentence confirmed 


SS TEWART JAVYSLOP (22), draughtsman, of 
121 Adnsiral St, Glasgow, had a sentence 
of six months’ imprisonment confirmed in 
Edinburgh on November 9 by the Appellate 
Tribunal for Conscientious Objectors. 

Hyslop aria against the sentence passed 
on him in Glasgow Sheriff Court on July 21 
this year. 

He admitted to Sheriff R. HH. Maconochie, 
OC, chairman of the Tribunal, fhat he had 
made normal registration at the age of 18 on 
December 3, 1949, He had been granted three 
years’ deferment, 

Then, in 1952, he had made up his mind 
that he was a conscientious objector and con- 
sequently had failed to report for his medical 
examination when his deferment expired. 

Hyslop’s stepfather, speaking on his behalf, 
said he was “dead against" his stepson’s ideas, 
but Hyslop had told him that he could do 
nothing else but be a conscientious objector. 
He was sure that Hyslop was honest in his 
point of view. 

The: Tobsnal allowed an appeal by Thomas 
Cray, 24 Stoneybyres, Lanark, to the extent 
that aa he os eugaged on work of national 
importance (agriculture) he would not be called 
to the Army so long as he remained in that 
work. 

An appeal by Andrew McFarlane, 9 Hell St, 
Renfrew, who had served six months’ imprison- 
ment for failing to report for medical examinna- 
tion was also dismissed. The Sheriff informed 
Mclfariane that if was exceedingly unlikely 
that he would be called up again. If the appeal 
aucceeded the case would be reopened bia he 
could be directed to the mines.

Mr. &. Vernyhough (Lab., Jarrow) said that 
he had recently read a report on forced labour. 
“7 cannot understand,” he went on, “ why 
when we are all so aghast at foreed labour 
ja Russia or in any of the satellite countries, 
we agree with conscription, because what is 
conscription but forced labour ? 

“The young man has no choice. Ite is told 
the regiment he is to join, the depot he is to go 
to, the job he shall do. He has no more choice 
than the boys and men living under totalitarian 
tule to whont we extend our sympathy.” 


Referring to the use of conscript troops in 
Colonial territories, Mr. Pernyhough said: "i 
believe that I have no right to support this 
Motion as long as we have a Colonial Secre- 
tary who blunders about as our present 
Colonial Secretary does.

Also 1 do not think it right that these lads 
should be in the charge of Pield-Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery, who talked about war 
1S years hence as a ‘ party.’ That is not the 
kind of man to whom 1 want my lad 
entrusted.” 


No call-up without a vote 


Mr. 2. W. Sorensen (Lab., Leyton) thought 
that conscription was the fair and democratic 
method for the 9S per cent, or more of the 
people of Briain who wanted arms. 

“| feel,” he said, “that apart from the pro- 
vision for pacilists and others who have, on 
religious or moral grounds, a strong and deep 
conviction that they cannot join in military 
effort, conscription for the rest seems entirely 
democratic and fair.” 

Mr. Sorensen paid tribute to Britain for the 
provisions which existed for conscientious 
objectors, and asked for consideration for the 
political objector, “for the one who may say, 
‘| do not disagree with all wars. In some 
circumstances [ would participate in a war.” 

No provision was made for that type of 
objector, he said. 

Could the fact not be appreciated that 
(here were not only religious objectors who 
objected on Christian and moral grounds, but 
also political objectors who had a conscience 
relative (o specific occasions of contlict, 

Mr. Sorensen also asked that there should be 
an opportunity for young men to opt to defer 
their service till they were 21. If he were not 
entitled to vote at 18, the conscript should not 
be required to enter into the armed forces.

their sons were being conscripted to go out 
to Guiana and the Colonies to stop the mass 
rising of the peoples there, and in order to 
do something about it, they should do all in 
their power to get conscription removed from 
the Statute Book. 

The Chairman, Mr. Ivan Geffen, prospective 
Labour candidate for Newcastle North, said 
in introducing Dr. Jagan, that the organisa- 
tions participating had felt that whatever Dr. 
Jagan’s politics might be, there was the prin- 
ciple of democracy at stake and he deplored 
the action of Transport House in trying to 
prevent the Labour Party from supporting 
such miectings, 

Dr. Jagan, who got a terrific welcome, said 
that he hadn't had much faith in the Labour 
Government because they hadn't improved 
matters in the Colonics and there didn’t seem 
to be much difference between the Labour 
and Tory governments. 

However, he now believed that the rank- 
and-file in the Labour movement were not in 
accord with their leaders and he hoped that 
we should see that something was done soon 
to alter the position, 

Dr. Jagan said that he had been accused of 
activities which would have led to terrorism, 
and he added that if the PPP had wished it, 
they could havg burned down Georgetown 
overnight, but they preferred the policy of 
Non-co-operation, as they had seen what had 
happened to armed attacks and violence in 
Malaya and Kenya. (Cireat applause.) 

He begged the audignee to do something, 
euther write to their MPs or get their orga- 
nisations, trade unions and Labour Party 
branches to take some action. He sat down 
amidst thunderous applause. 

A resolution, drafied by Councillor Smith, 
was passed with about 50 abstentions: 

“This meeting,” it declared, “ condemns the 
action of the Conservative Government in sus- 
pending the constitution of Writish Guiana 
and demands that it be immediately restored. 
_"( further condemns the decision of the 
Government to send armed forces and 
demands that they should be immediately 
withdrawn. 

"All peoples arrested in British Guiana in 
connection with the suspension of the Con- 
stitution showd be brought to fair trial or 
released immediately.” 

Kefore the meeting, students entertained Dr. 
Jagan to tea at ibe University Union where he 
addressed a meeting of over 200.

Tous to be deplored that the Labour 
Parly’s amendment to the new 
National Service Act should be in such 
terms that tt is possible for that die-hard 
Tory newspaper, the Daily Telegraph, 
scathingly to condemn their attitude, and 
for the Prime Minister to prophesy after 
Mr. Attlee’s speech, that this once inflam- 
matory topic would now set off no spark 
of flaming denunciation. 


That the Labour Party has departed far 
from the basie principles of the movement 
which bred Keir Hardie and George Lans- 
bury was clearly shown during that ‘ quiet 
afternoon” when no forthright repudiation of 
the principle of conscription found official 
voice. 

It is understandable that the Conservative 
Party should find if a matter for congratula- 
lion that) puctfist policies have — been 
“scotched,” a word implying that a prave 
danger has been averted, for the “ danger” 
of peace can be a very real one to a capi- 
lalist economy, but it is not so understandable 
that a party which once stood for the basic 
principle of human rights should palter with 
a pettifogging amendment to an Act which 
violates the whole conception of the human 
right “to tive and Jet live.” 


It is to be assumed that those who sup-

efforts toward European recovery through the 
Marshall Phan. 

The Economic Co-operation Programme 
which was called the Marshall Plan, did do 
much to promote a quick recovery in a 
number of nations, As originally understood 
in Europe and America it was widely approved 
and welcomed, 

This plan, however, was gradually adapted 
aw oa power instrament in the cold war and 
has become the base for a world-wide urma- 
ments programiie. 

As Secretary of Defence and an influential 
Cabinet member, Marshall encouraged rather 
than opposed this use of aid for political 
purposes, 

General Marshall himself, in learning of 
the Nobel award, said he fel€ his greatest 
contributions {to peace were in speeding 
American preparation for war in 1950, 
The Fellowship of Reconciliation has never 

believed that peace will come through war or 
conscription for war, or through economic aid 
that is tied to the advancement of a military 
rogramme. We regret that peacemaking has 
become so confused with warmaking in the 
minds of some as to lead to the giving of 
peace awards 10 professional military men 
whose whole adult lives are devoted to the 
strengthening of military machines.
